HIS ACTIONS HERE RECALLED 


Neighbors Aroused at Time by Mer­ 


ciless Manner in Which he 


Beat Frail Wife. 


The “Rev." IS. J. Winchester, who 


posed as “ The Drummer Evangelist*' 


while he was here for more than two 
months last summer, who wore ai uni­ 
form and an inscription on his cap, 


and who, neighbors say, often beat 


his frail wife into insensibility, is the 
subject of a careful and cautious in­ 
vestigation in Cincinnati which may 
be the result of his downfall. 
The investigation was started by 
the Rev. Robert W atson, pastor of 
the Cincinnati Presbyterian Church 
o f the Covenant and President of the 
Cincinnati Vigilance Society. 
“The American aud International 
Association for the Prevention of 
White Slave Traffic” was founded in 
the fall o f 1911 by “Colonel” S. Win­ 
chester, President, but ha> been un­ 
der the direct management <>1 bis 
father, “ Rev.” S. J. Winchester, for­ 
merly a chef in a Cincinnati cafe. 
It is “Rev.” Winchester against 
whom the investigation is directed. 
.-md iii whom Rushville |Hoople are in­ 
terested. 
“Rev.” Winchester i> -aid 
to have married four times. 
His 
matrimonial troubles have I leon aired 
repeatedly in Cincinnati courts, and 
his name was in the spotlight about 
six years ago, iii connection with that 


411 Miss Edna Hubbard, then 16 years 
of age. 
It is because of the present misery 
tit this girl, who i~ now Mrs. W iu- 
chester, and her three little children, 
whose ages range between one and 
five years, that the investigation into 
Hie “Anti-White Slave Society, 
and 
iii particular into the personal affairs 
of “Rev.” Winchester, were brought 
to the attention of Cincinnati city 
officials. 
Last Thursday morning Mrs. Win­ 
chester, who is now about 2.5 year- 
old, was found sobbing oil a street 
in Covington. Ivy., by a policeman. 
The woman told the officer that she 
had no money to caic for herself or 
her three little once and that lier 
husband had left the city. 
The po­ 
liceman referred Mrs. W inchester to 
Miss Emma Mae Talmage, Superin­ 
tendent of the Hope Mission of Cin- 
cinnati. 
Miss Talmage housed tile 
woman and her youngest child in that 
institution and conveyed the other 
two children to another mission. 
“What this unfortunate young wo­ 
man has told me is ai story so hor­ 
rible that it surpasses 
all I 
have 
heard in my long and extensive ex- 
l»erienee in mission work, 
said Miss 
Talmage* 
‘W hat Mrs. Winchester 
1>ais 
told 
me was in confidence, and I shall not 
reveal it until the proper time comes. 
However, this much is certain: This 
investigation will result in a revela­ 
tion such as has never been heard 
Above all. something must be done 
immediately for the care of this wo­ 
man and children. 
Mrs. Mrs. Win­ 
chester is near a 
physical break­ 


down. 
Miss Talmage also said that she 
knew “Wife No. 2” of “Rev ” Win­ 
chester, but refused to reveal the 


name. 
She said the woman is living 
in Cincinnati, and has a little boy, 
the son of “Rev.*' Winchester, and 
that the latter had 
frequent 
legal 
troubles because of failure to pay 
alimony for the support of the boy. 
People in the west jmrt of the city 
still mention the name of the “ Rev.” 
Winchester with disdain, a snarl or a 
sneer. 
Ile was probably the most 
despised and rejected man who ever 
lived in that community. Winchester 
had what he chose to call a “Gospel” 
tent in which he preaced. 
He and 
his wife and three children lived in 
a smaller tent 
nearby. 
The 
two 
tents were located in a vacant lot 
between Hannah and Spencer street-, 
and about midway between Second 
and Third streets. 
People living in 
that 
community 
were sure that Winchester beat his 
wife unmercifully. 
But he had her 
so much under his control and so 
completely cowered that any inter­ 
ference on the part of neighbors or 
the police was always resented by 
lier. 
A woman living iii the community 
where Winchester was located during 
his stay here said this morning that 
she and others iii the neighborhood 
had heard the piercing screams of 
Mrs. Winchester at late hours during 
the night when Winchester evidently 
believed everyone was in bed. Many 
jieople were awakened 
night 
after 
night by the usual practice of Win­ 
chester*.— that of beating HL wife. 
Neighbors often talked of taking 
the law into their own hands and 
giving Winchester the 
kind of a 
beating he administered to his wife 
nightly. 
The police 
were 
notified 
many times about Winchester’s ac­ 
tions. 
They were loathe to believe 
such things when tile man posed as 
a “ reverend” and a very good man. 
Finaly one day the police received 
a very insistant eaU to come to the 
“Gospel” tent. 
Chief McAllister re­ 
sponded. 
Ile walked into the tent 
.. 
I 
unannounced. 
Winchester was sing- J 
ing, and reading from the Billie, aud 
Mrs. Winchester was 
lying on 
a j 
couch. 
They both denied that there ' 
was any difficulty between them. Tile* 
children were questioned, but they, j 
too. were evidently 
afraid, oil 
ae-, 
count of their father’s threats, to j 
fell the truth. 
Winchester came here the week ut ; 
June 17, Ia*-t. and departed Thurs­ 
day, August 26, taking both tents 
and Jill his belongings with bim. 
He 
“milked” the local press for all the 
-pace lie could get boosting his so­ 
called “Gospel” 
meetings. 
Ile an­ 
nounced many converts, 
and 
Ire- 
quently had speeiill sermons for wo­ 
men only. 
Hue special sermon was 
on the topic. “ Social Purity and the 
White Slave Traffic.” preached T ile--j 
day. July 16. 
Mrs. Winchester was taken from 
the tent here Saturday, August LL. 
She told |>eople in that neighborhood 
that lier health had failed and that 
she was on tile way to her m others 
home at Winchester. Iud. 
A dispatch from Winchester tells 
of the sorid life of W inchester be­ 
fore he came here, and how he en­ 
ticed his girl-wife to marry him when 
she was but a girl of sixteen years 
and about to graduate 
from 
high 
school. 
W inchester first went to Randolph 
county ten years age from Cincin­ 
nati. He acted as an evangelist, and 
located his tent at Lynn, a small 
town. 
He had held meetings there 
but a short time until he befame ac­ 
quainted with Miss Edna Hubbard, 
16 years old, known as one of the 
most beautiful young women in the 
country. 
She resided at Lynn, and 
was popular in society. 
* At the time Winchester was said 


to have had a wife living in Cincin­ 


nati. 
Mrs. Mary Hubbard is said to have 
furnished him money with which to

York said, as he backed his 
train in* he told Gross to ride in be- 
I cause there would be no u-e of flag­ 
ging the passenger, but Gr«>>> replied 
he would stay out a little way. York 
cont inned: 
“ I 
backed 
the 
train 
into

siding, -topped in the clear, whistled 
the breakman in and got off the ca­ 
ille. 
I took my torch and started 
to the switch to throw 
it. 
meeting 
Gross about half way. 
T asked the 
brakeman if he closed the switch all 
right. 
He said: ‘Yes, tile switch is 
closed all right.' 
Looking around I 
saw rear brakeman Cox bv our side. 
He asked if the switch was thrown 
all light, and Gross replied that the 
switch was nil rigid. 
“At that the two brakemen walked 
back toward tile engine. 
I 
walked 
back and told the fireman to cover 
the headlight. 
“I heard the passenger train com­ 
ing. T stepped to the left gangway 
and saw a train approaching about

It had an oil headlight.

“Looking the second time I could 
see the train was going to hit the 
freight train. T think they must have 
hit about the time I jumped. The first 
thing I noticed when I came to my­ 
self was that there had been a colli­ 
sion between Train 36 and Train 95. 
I noticed that the ears were badly 
torn up and several passengers killed 
and injured.

all I could to get the injured out of

FOREIGN RESIDENTS 


Reassuring Word Comes From 


Constantinople. 


Washington, Not. 19.—According: to 
dispatches from Ambassador Rockhill 
to the state department, all necessary 
precautions for the protection of the 
foreign 
residents of Constantinople 
have been taken by members of tile 
diplomatic corps there. 
The ambas 
sudor stated that while 
no serious 
trouble was feared at present, the rep­ 
resentatives of the European govern 
ments thought it l>est to land men 
from 
the international 
fleet before 
Constantinople for the protection of 
the embassies and legation. 
Six men 
from the United States gunboat Scor­ 
pion, station ship at Constantinople 
were included in the landing parties. 
The foreign naval commanders have 
made all arrangements. Ambassador 
Rockhill stated, for the protection of 
foreign residents on both sides of tile 
Bosphorus from San Stefano to Hiyuk 
de re. 
Thorough measures for th* 
protec tion of the city have also tie* n 
adopted and no uneasiness is warrant 
ed. it is believed. 
The United States government in - 
received from the representatives of 
the powers retreated assurances that 
Americans will be fully provided for 
by them in cases of foreigners bein'-1 
endangered.

WIDESPREAD FRAUD ALLEGED 


Postal Authorities Say the American 


Redemption Company, a Rochester 


Concern 
W ith 
Branches 
in 
Many 


Cities, Has Been Using the Mails to 


Carry 
on 
an 
Alleged 
Fraudulent 


Game, Cleaning Up Big Sum. 


New York, Nov, 19.—Closing of tho 
net which the government spread over 
a year ago to catch the agents and 
principals of the American Redemp­ 
tion company, a Rochester concern, 
which is accused of using the mails in 
a scheme to defraud, was followed by 
arrests made in seven cities by post­ 
office authorities. 
Estimates of the 
amount secured by the scheme range 
between $500,00 and $1,500,000. 
Prisoners were taken on warrants 
issued in New York, Cincinnati, Roch­ 
ester. Cleveland, Newark, Boston and 
Chicago. 
The raids on the offices of 
the so-called brokers took place at the 
same time so that no word of the im­ 
pending danger could be flashed from 
one office to the others. 
The men under arrest and those 
sought by the government are ac­ 
cused of defrauding promoters and in­ 
fant stock companies through fees re­ 
ceived on promise of guaranteeing se­ 
curities and securing their s^le. 
The 
postoffice people say that fees were 
also recured for “investigations” of 
property and that some excuse was al­ 
ways found by the men under arrest 
for failing to render the promised serv­ 
ices. 
The ring is said by the postal 
authorities to have had connections in 
Canada and England 
and to have 
made particular use 
of a London 
branch in carrying out its scheme. In­ 
spectors silent some time investigat­ 
ing the London end of the business be­ 
fore concluding the arrangem ents for 
making arrests in this country. 
Tn New York. Mason G. Worth, who 
is accused of having had part in the 
alleged scheme to defraud, was arrest­ 
ed in his office. 
Worth said he was a 
broker. 
According to the complaint 
drawn up by Assistant United States 
Attorney Rosa, Worth was the agent 
of the American Redemption compa­ 
ny. 
The postal authorities say that 
the usual plan proposed was that the 
stock of the company to which the 
agent of the American Redemption 
company wrote should be marketed 
providing that first the issue was guar­ 
anteed by the American Redemption 
company. 
The guarantee having been 
secured, it was often promised that 
the Internationa! Bankers’ Alliance of 
England would take over the proposi­ 
tion. 
In return for its trouble the 
American Redemption company, say 
the postal authorities, charged a bro­ 
kerage fee of I per cent on the face 
value of the securities and sometimes 
filed a bill for the cost of the investi­ 
gation. 
W orth was arraigned before United 
States 
Commissioner 
Shields, 
who 
held him in $5,000 bail. 
Bail was not 
secured and W orth was locked up in 
the Tombs. 
One of the inspectors discussing the 
general operations of the redemption 
company, said customers, after paying 
the I per cent commission on their 
stock, were informed that the Inter­ 
national Rankers’ Alliance of England 
would not act until an agent had in 
vestigated. They were further inform­ 
ed that they would have to pay for the 
investigation.

been riddled with bullets, but the other 
bandit succeeded in making his < - 
cape. 
Meanwhih the monks and a host of 
pilgrims were huddled panic-stricken 
in th e church, which they were not 
perm itted to leave.

Tent Meeting in Rushville Last 


r, Subject of Probe. 


WIFE 
FOUND IN 
COVINGTON 


Plight «f Spouse, Who Was Mis- 


treated by "Evangelist" Here, 


Arouses Cincinnati Officials. 


HIS ACTIONS HERE RECALLED 


Neighbors Aroused at Time by Mer- 


ciless Manner in Which he 


Beat Frail Wife. 


The "Hev." S. J. Winchester, who 


posed as "The Drummer Evangelist" 
while he was here for more than two 
iaonths last summer, who wore a uni- 
form and an inscription on his cap, 
and who, neighbors say, often beat 
his frail wife into insensibility, is the 
subject of a careful and cautious in- 
vestigation in Cincinnati which may 
be the result of; his downfall. 


The investigation was started by 


Ihe Rev. Robert Watson, pastor of 
the Cincinnati Presbyterian Church 
•of the Covenant and President of the 
Cincinnati Vigilance Society. 


"The American and International 


Association for ine .Prevention of 
White Slave Traffic'' was founded in 
the fall of 1911 by "Colonel" S. Win- 
chester, President, but has been un- 
der the direct management of his 
father, ''Rev." S. J. Winchester, for- 
merly a chef in a Cincinnati cafe. 


It is "Rev." Winchester against 


whom the investigation is directed, 
.and in whom Rushville people arc in- 
terested. 
"Rev." Winchester is said 


to have married four times. 
His 


matrimonial troubles have bean aired 
repeatedly in Cincinnati courts, and 
his name was in the spotlight about 
six years ago. in connection with that 
of Miss Edna Hnbbard, then 10 years 


< it' age. 


It is because of the present misery 


of this girl, .who is now Sirs. Win- 
chester, and her three little children, 
whose ages range between one and 
five years, that the investigation into 
the "Anti-White Slave Society," and 
in particular into the personal affairs 
•of "Rev." Winchester, were brought 
to the attention of Cincinnati city 
officials. 


Last Thursday morning Mrs. Win- 


chester, who is now about '23 years 


old, 
was found sobbing on a street 


in Covington, Ky.. by a policeman. 
The woman, told the officer that she 
had no money to care for herself or 
her three little ones and that her 
husband had left the city. The po- 
liceman referred Mrs. Winchester to 
Miss Emma Mae Talmage, Superin- 
tendent of the Hope Mission of Cin- 
cinnati. 
Miss Talmage housed the 


woman and her youngest child in that 
institution and conveyed the other 
two children to another mission. 


"What this unfortunate young wo- 


man has told me is a story so hor- 
rible that it surpasses all I have 
heard in my long and extensive ex- 
perience in mission work," said Miss 
Talmage. 


^'What Mrs. Winchester has told 


me was in confidence, and I shall not 
reveal it until the proper time comes. 
However, this much is certain: This 
investigation-will result in a revela- 
tion such as has never been heard 
Above all, something must be done 
immediately for the care of this, wo- 
man and children. Mrs. Mrs. Win- 
chester is near a physical break- 
down. 


Miss Talmage also said that she 


knew "Wife No. 2" of "Bev." Winr 


. Chester, but refused to reveal the 


name. She said the woman is living 
in Cincinnati, and has a little boy, 
the son of "Rev." Winchester, and 
that the latter had frequent 
legal 


troubles because of failure to pay 
alimony for the support of the boy. 


People in the west part of the city 


still mention the name of the "Rev." 
Winchester with disdain, a snarl or a 
sneer. 
He was probably the most 


despised and rejected man who ever 
lived in that community. Winchester 
had what he chose to call a "Gospel" 
tent in which he preaced. He and 
his wife and three children lived in 
a smaller tent 
nearby. 
The two 


tents were located in a vacant lot 
between Hannah and Spencer streets, 
and about midway between Second 
and Third streets. 


People living in that community 


were sure that Winchester beat his 
wife unmercifully. But he had her 
so much under his control and so 
completely cowered that any inter- 
ference on the part of neighbors or 
the police was always resented by 
her. 


A woman living in the community 


where Winchester was located during 
his stay here said this morning that 
she and others in the neighborhood 
had heard the piercing screams of 
Mrs. Winchester at late hours during 
the night when Winchester evidently 
believed everyone was in bed. Many 
people were awakened night after 
night by the usual practice of Win- 
chester's—that of beating his wife. 


Neighbors often talked of taking 


the law into their own hands and 
.riving ^ Winchester the 
kind of a 


beating lie administered to his wife 
nightly. 
The police were 
notified 


many times about Winchesters ac- 
tions. 
They were loathe to believe 


such things when the man posed as 
a '''reverend7' and a very good man. 


Pinaly one day the police received 


a very insistant call to come to the 
"Gospel'' tent. Chief McAllister re- 
sponded, lie walked into the tent 
unannounced. Winchester was sing- 


ing, 
and reading from the Bible, and 


Mrs. 
Winchester was lying on a 


couch. They both denied that there 
was any difficulty between them. The 
children \vere questioned, but they, 


too, 
were evidently 
afraid, on 
ac- 


count of their father's threats, to 
tell the truth. 


Winchester came here the week of 


June 17. last, and departed Thurs- 


day, 
August 20, taking both tents 


and all his belongings with him. He 
'•milked" the local press for all the 
space he could get boosting his so- 
called "Gospel" meetings. 
He an- 


nounced many converts, 
and 
fre- 


quently had special sermons for wo- 
men only. One special sermon was 
on the topic, "Social Purity and the 
White Slave Traffic." preached Tues- 
day, July 16. 


Mrs. Winchester was taken from 


the tent here Saturday, August 27. 
She told people in that neighborhood 
that her health had failed and that 
she was on the way to her mother's 
home at Winchester, Ind. 


A dispatch from Winchester tells 


of the sorid life of Winchester be- 
fore he came here, and how he en- 
ticed his girl-wife to marry him when 
she was but a girl of sixteen years 
and about to graduate 
from 
high 


school. 
, 


Winchester first went to Randolph 


county ten years age from Cincin- 
nati. He acted as an evangelist, and 
located his tent at Lynn, a small 
town. He had held meetings there 
but a short time until he became ac- 
quainted with Miss Edna Hnbbard, 
16 years old, known, as one of the 
most beautiful young women in the 
country. She resided at Lynn, and 
was popular in society. 
' At the time Winchester was said 
to have had a wife living in Cincin- 
nati.

yesterday, 


which practically completes the in- 
quiry conducted by that official. 


Both York and Cox testified, in ef- 


fect, that Carl Gross, freight brake- 


man, 
told them the switch was closed 


when they started forward to throw 
it. 


The statement of Cox before the 


coroner completes the testimony, it 
is thought, as Hiiies and York and 
Gross have already testified, and pn 
these four men rests the responsi- 
bility for the open switch, in the 
opinion of the cojouer. The official 
has not indicated^ which man 'he will 
iiold responsible, but has said that 
the entire crew, with the exception of 
the fireman and possibly conductor 
Flines, seems to have had a share in 
the carelessness of the night.

THE PROTECTION OF 


FOREIGN RESIDENTS 


Reassuring Word Comes From 


Constantinople, 


Washington, Xov. 19.—According to 


dispatches from Ambassador Rockhill 
to the state department, all necessary 
precautions for the protection of the 
foreign residents -of Constantinople 
have been taken by members of the 
diplomatic corps there. The ambas- 
sador stated that while 
no serious 


trouble was feared at present, the rep- 
resentatives of the European govern- 
ments thought it best to land men 
from the international fleet before 
Constantinople for the protection of 
the embassies and legation. Six men 
from the United States gunboat Scor- 
pion, station ship at Constantinople, 
were included in the landing parties. 
The foreign naval commanders have 
made all arrangements, Ambassador 
Rockhill stated, for the protection ot 
foreign residents on both sides of the 
Rosphnrus from San Stefano to Biyuk- 
dere. 
Thorough measures for the 


protection of the city have also been 
adopted and no uneasiness is warrant- 
ed, it is believed. 


The United States government hi" 


received from the representatives of 
the powers repeated assurances that 
Americans will be fully provided for 
by them in cases of foreigners being 
endangered.

The escape of Caplan was testified 


to by Malcolm Laugnlin, an employe 
.of a taxicab company. He said his 
employer in July, 1911, ordered him 
to take a car to the office of Tveitmoe, 
and when he arrived .Tohannsen got in 
and gave him directions as to where 
to go. Out a little distance the party 
picked up another man. They went

stop. Johannsen left the car and soon 
returned with a woman and two chil- 
dren, a boy and a girl, apparently four 
and six years old. He took the party, 
consisting of Johannsen, the strange 
man and the woman and two children 
to Reno. Nev., where they caught a 
train for Chicago. As they left thg car 
Johannsen gave the driver a letter to 


j JPveitmoe, which he delivered when he 
' reached San Francisco. The man was 


Caplan and the woman and children 
were his wife and little boy and girl. 


Special Assistant Attorney General

versations with Clancy and .1. E. Mun- 
sey. The latter denied that he had 
housed J. B. McNamara after 
the 


Times explosion, or that he ever knew 
him. 
That Eugene A. Clancy, who was 


a member of the executive board of 
the International Association of Bridge 
and Structural Iron Workers at the 
time of the IMS Angeles Times explo- 
sion, admitted in the office of Oscar 
Lawler. special assistant attorney gen- 
eral, in the federal building at Los 
Angeles. Dec. 19, 1911. that he saw J. 
B. McNamara at Seattle prior to the 
Times explosion, and that J. B. told 
him that he was out "blowing up scab 
jobs" and was out to "clean up the 
coast," was testified to by Arthur 
Veitch deputy district attorney at Los 
Angeles.

Taft's Traits. 


President 
William Howard Taft 


laid bare his fine traits of character 
last Saturday night when he sang 
his own "swan song'' in a speech as 
a guest of the Loftus club in Xew 
Yerk City. 
He showed that he held 


no animosity against any man and 
revealed that his 
chief regret was 


that he had not accomplished more 


for the good of the United States. 


President Taft has probably been 


the most rnalaigiied man who ever 
sat in the white house, yet .on his 
out-going he gives the United States 
no vitrolic outbursts of temper such 
as come from men w,ho have not been 
even so unjustly criticized or so un- 
fairly treated. 


He did not accuse his false critics; 


he did not attack Jthose who had as- 
sailed him personally and his admin- 
istration because of acts of the ad- 
ministration, done with a view to 
-bripg about the ends of justice. He 
revealed that he held malace against 
no man, even though those of us who 
like to see fair play and the square 
deal so much pratted about know 
that he has been very badly misused 
by his former friends and political 
associates. 


In his serious moments the presi- 


dent advocated the admission to the 
halls of congress of members of the 
president's cabinet; declared that 
a six-year term in the presidency 
was enough for any man; advocated 
strongly the placing in the civil ser- 
vice of practically every'officer in the 
government 
service 
and 
hinted 


broadly that congress should provide 
for former presidents so that they 
need not lower the dignity of the 
position they have' held when they 
enter into private life. 


The president shitted from grave 


to gay and from,jB>e philosophy, 
•which he said four, years in the 
white house had taught him, to a dis- 
cussion of problems which face the 
nation. He laughed at the outcome 
of the election, smiled when he spoke 
of some of the plans of President- 
elect Wilson and touched with gentle, 
sarcasm William^ J. Bryan. '; 


His chief regret, the president said, 


was that he had been unable to influ- 
ence the United States Senateltoratify 
the "arbitration treaties with France 
and Great Britian. In spite of that 
fact ha asked his audience to be- 
lieve that he would leave office with 
the deepest gratitude to the Ameri- 
can people for the honor they had 
given him and with the belief that 
enough progress had been accomplish 
ed in his administration to warrant 
him a feeling that he had done real 
good for his country. 


"One of the results of my observa- 


tion in the presidency is that the po- 
sition is not a place to be enjoyed 


by a sensitive man" said President

"The experience in the presidency 


toughens the.hide of tticj; occupant so 
as to enable him to resist the stings 
of criticism directed afainst him 
from the time he takes office until he 
lays it down.

<'I don't know that., criticism has 


been any greater in th'is administra- 
tion than in a previous administra- 
tion. All I know is that it was -my 
first experience and that it seemed 
to me as if I had been more greatly 
tried than most Presidents by such 
methods. 


"The result in some respects is un- 


fortunate in that after one or two 
efforts to meet unfounded accusa- 
tions, despair in the matter leads to 
indifference and perhaps to an indif- 
ference toward both just and unjust 
criticism. 


"This condition helps the comfort 


of the patient, but I doubt if it 
makes him a better president.

Turks StillDefend Approach 


to Constantinople. 


THE CAPITAL CITY GUARDED 


Detachment* Prom Foreign Ships in 


Port of Beleajiured Seat of Ottoman 
Empire Patrol the Streets of Appar- 
ently Doomed City, Insuring by 
Their Presence Considerate Treat- 
ment of Foreigners Located There. 


Belgrade, Nov. 19.—The Politika 


says the Montenegrins have captured 
the city of Scutari, in Albania. The 
report cannot be confirmed. 


Constantinople, Nov. 19.—It is stat- 


ed that the sultan has personally ap- 
pealed to the sovereigns of the great 
powers to intervene and stop the war. 
It also is stated on the highest official 
authority that an armistice between 
the Montenegrins and the Turks is 
practically certain and will perbaps be 
effected 
before many hours 
have 


elapsed. 


Constantinople, Nov. 19.—At the 


Tchataldja forts the brunt of the fight- 
ing has swung to the center of the lines. 
There • the division under Mahmoud 
Mukhtar made a spirited frontal at- 
tack upon the Bulgars and, according 
to the official Turkish reports, broke 
up their formation, seized a number 
of guns and drove the Bulgars back. 
The Ottoman reports admit that the 
Turkish losses were heavy as they had 
to advance through a hail of artillery 
fire. 


The Bulgarians seem to be confin- 


ing themselves to a bombardment of 
the lines. A number of gnnless Ana- 
tolians have been sent back to Con- 
stantinople from the lines, as they 
were merely encumbering the annj'. 


While the capital awaits the de- 


tails of the fighting sailors from the 
foreign ships are patrolling the streets 
of the city: They are the object of 
much interest to the natives who 
crowd about them as they make camp 
in front of the'foreign embassies at 
Pera. 


FALL OF MONASTIR 


Important Turkish Town Now in the 


Hands of the Allies. 


London, Nov. 19.—T»e Turkish town 


of Monastir has fallen to the Servians 
and Greeks. 
Fifty thousand Turks 


and three generals have laid down 
their arms. 


The main body of the western Turk- 


ish army fought desperately to hold 
the important town, but. the fall of 
Monastir was assured when a Greek 
army cut the communications witn 
Orchida to the north where the Turks 
were planning to retreat in case of 
defeat. 


The struggle was most bloody. One 


report has it that the Serbs alone lost 
2.500 during the first day's battle. With 
the capture of Monastir the work of 
the Serbo-Greek army in the west is 
practically done. The Turks in Mon- 
asttr were discouraged by their de- 
feats, disorganized and lacked provi- 
sions. 


The Greeks sent back word to 


Athens that at Salonica which they 
captured on the way to. Monastir they 
captured $30,000,000 from the Turks 
in that city. 


HARD PRESSED 


Mexican Rebels Drove Federal Troops 


Across Line Into United States. 
Washington, Nov. 19.—Mexican fed- 


eral troops have been driven across 
the border into the United States near 
Palomas, Mexico, following their de- 
feat by rebels, according to state de- 
partment advices. 
Another federal 


force has been defeated at the Xog- 
ales ranch by a rebel band of eighty 
men. 
The federals who were not kill- 


ed or captured, fled while rebels took 
possession of the ranch and all its 
property.

fused writs of error in the cases of 
Floyd and Claude Allen, father and 
son under death sentence for the mur- 
der of the officers of the Carol! county 
court.

BROKERS TAKEN 


QUITE UNAWARE 


Simultaneous Raids Made In 


Many Cities. 


WIDESPREAD FRAUD ALLEGED 


Postal Authorities Say the American 


Redemption Company, a Rochester 
Concern With Branches in Many 
Cities, Has Been Using the Mails to 
Carry on an Alleged Fraudulent 
Game, Cleaning Up Big Sum. 


New York, Nov. 19.—Closing of the 


net which the government spread over 
a year ago to catch the agents and 
principals of the American Redemp- 
tion company, a Rochester concern, 
which is accused of using the mails in 
a scheme to defraud, was followed by 
arrests made in seven cities by post- 
office authorities. 
Estimates of the 


amount secured by the scheme range 
between $500,00 and $1,500,000. 


Prisoners were taken on warrants 


issued in New York, Cincinnati, Roch- 
ester, Cleveland, Newark, Boston and 
Chicago. The raids on the offices of 
the so-called brokers took place at the 
same time so that no word of the im- 
pending danger could be flashed from 
one office to the others. 


The men under arrest and those 


sought by the 'government are ac- 
cused of defrauding promoters and in- 
fant stock companies through fees re- 
ceived on promise of guaranteeing se- 
curities and securing their sale. The 
postotfice people say that fees were 
also secured for "investigations" ot 
property and that some excuse was al- 
ways found by tbe men under arrest 
for failing to render the promised serv- 
ices. The ring is said by the postal 
authorities to have had connections in 
Canada and England 
and to have 


made particular use of a London 
branch in carrying out its scheme. In- 
spectors spent some time investigat- 
ing the London end of the business he- 
fore concluding the arrangements for 
making arrests in this country. 


In New York, Mason G. Worth, who 


is accused of having had part in the 
alleged scheme to defraud, was arrest- 
ed in his office. Worth said he was a 
broker. 
According to the complaint 


drawn up by Assistant United States 
Attorney Rosa, Worth was the agent 
of the American Redemption comp-.- 
ny. The postal authorities say that 
the usual plan proposed was that the 
stock of the company to which the 
agent of the American Redemption 
company wrote should be marketed 
providing that first the issue was guar- 
anteed by the American Redemption 
company. The guarantee having been 
secured, it was often promised that 
the International Bankers' Alliance of 
England would take over the proposi- 
tion. 
In return for its trouble the 


American Redemption company, say 
the postal authorities, charged a bro- 
kerage fee of 1 per cent on the face 
value of the securities and sometimes 
filed a bill for the cost of the investi- 
gation. 


Worth was arraigned before United 


States Commissioner Shields, who 
held him in $5.000 bail. Bail was not 
secured and Worth was locked up in 
the Tombs. 


One of the inspectors discussing the 


general operations of the redemption 
company, said customers, after paying 
the 1 per cent commission on their 
stock, were informed that the Inter- 
national Bankers' Alliance of England' 
would not act until an agent had in- 
vestigated. They were further inform- 
ed that'they would have to pay for the 
Investigation.
